The following editorial appeared originally in the 
Ghicage Sun and is reprinted here from the Long Beach 
Press-Telegram: 

\ “A leading California educator told the American 
Vocational Association in Chicago this week that junior 
college facilities must be substantially increased all over 
the country after the war. The majority of competent 
authorities agree with him. The era of the junior college 
is here and will grow from coast to coast. 

“Unfortunately, the Chicago Board of Education is 
out of step. Judging from its past hostility to free edu- 
cation on the college level, it is doubtful that the board, 
of its own volition, would maintain the existing junior 
colleges, let alone expand them or add new ones. This 
means that the public has a job to do. It must educate the 
Board of Education. 


“The federal program of providing free college edu- 
cation to veterans of this war who desire it probably can 
be a boon to an adequate junior college program in 
Chicago—if Mayor Kelly and the board seize the oppor- 
tunity. Under the plan federal funds are expected to be 
available for veterans’ tuition and living allowances as 
students. Chicago’s junior college must continue to be 
tuition free, but means presumably could be devised to 
qualify them for federal assistance. 

“This newspaper has previously expressed the hope 
that the federal education-for-veterans program points 
to free college education for all youths who can demon- 
strate real ability to profit from it. Equality of American 
opportunity always will fall short of reality until that 
principle is established. A nation-wide system under which 
federal funds will meet part of the expense is required. 
But that can never absolve local communities of their own 
responsibility, financial and otherwise. 

“Chicago needs more junior colleges. It should leave 
the board of education in no doubt about its determination 
to have them.” 


CAPITAL TO CAMPUS VIEWS 
CIVILIAN COLLEGE NEEDS 


ACP—For more than three years, American educa- 
tion has been waging a losing, behind-the-scenes struggle 
in Washington for a civilian college training program. 

Not many people know the story of that struggle, yet 
it vitally affects almost every college and university in 
America. 


The purpose behind a civilian 
college training program would be 
to maintain a continuous flow of 
technically and_ professionally 
trained men and women into es- 
sential civilian war services. Var- 
ious programs of this kind have 
been considered by the govern- 
ment. 

None of the programs that have 
been considered have ever ma- 
terialized. They have been bandied 
around within the offices and cor- 
ridors of government agencies. 

Since July the latest of this 
series of civilian college training 
programs has been studied by var- 
ious individuals and divisions with- 
in the War Manpower Commis- 
siom. All persons interested in this 
plan, and those who developed it, 
are tight-lipped. But Capital to 
Campus’ was able to learn its 
major details. 

It includes provision for federal 
aid on the basis of need up to a 
maximum of $75 a month per stu- 
dent. The federal aid would be re- 
stricted to students majoring in 
essential fields in which there is a 
serious manpower shortage. It is 
further limited to individuals in 


charged from military service who 
are not physically disabled. 

3. Men under 18 who could ad- 
vance far enough in their scholas- 
tic training so that they would be 
able to complete their training 
within twenty-four months after 
becoming 18. 

4. Men deferred through exist- 
ing regulations of Selective Ser- 
vice as being essential on the home 
front. 

The importance to students of 
such a program is obvious. They 
would receive financial assistance 
for their collegiate training. Col- 
leges would reap great gains by 
such a program since it would help 
bring their depleted enrollments 
up closer to heir pre-war levels. 

The Army and Navy training 
programs in the colleges and uni- 
versities have not, except in a few 
instances, made up for the unpre- 
cedented wartime loss of students 
in the nation’s colleges. 

But industry needs the civilian 
college training program most. 
There are serious shortages in 
technical and professional fields in 
war industry today. The college 
training program could go a long 


the following four categories: 

1. Women. 

2. Men physically disqualified 
for military service and those dis-

They have 
agreed to stand the incidental ex- 
pense for thread, buttons, needles, 
and other materials. 

Recently the girls sewing for 
the Red Cross have finished eight 
wheelchair robes with two more 
near completion, one pair of pa- 
jamas, one dozen washrags, eight 
oversea bags, three wheelchair 
pillow covers, 25 nurses aide’s 
pillow covers. 

To date 48 of the girls attend- 
ing jaysee have put in time help- 
ing the Red Cross, and teachers, 
too, have contributed to the unit.

college training plan. There are 
many strikes against it, not the 
least of them being probably an- 
tagonism in Congress if it ever 
gets that far. It’s a fairly good 
guess to say that Congress would 
turn thumbs down on it on the 
basis of governmental economy. 

But, like its predecessors, the 
plan may never reach Congress. 
As long as ago th the-spring of 
1942, after months of discussion 
of civilian college training pro- 
grams, Paul V. McNutt asked the 
U. S. Office of Education to pre- 
pare an over-all plan of this na- 
ture. 

To carry out MecNutt’s request, 
the Office of Education called to- 
gether a committee of four per- 
sons to develop this plan.
